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The amendment filed 12/29/03 is acknowledged. Claims 1-14 are being considered on 
the merits. 

The use of the trademark NOVOZYME R 435 has been noted in this application. It 
should be capitalized wherever it appears and be accompanied by the generic terminology. 

Although the use of trademarks is permissible in patent applications, the proprietary 
nature of the marks should be respected and every effort made to prevent their use in any manner 
which might adversely affect their validity as trademarks. 

For the sake of clarity, it is recommended that "a ring" be amended to "the dioxolane or 
oxathiolane ring" regarding the cleaving of one enantiomer, since a particular cleavage is 
intended in claim 1 and other rings are not excluded from the "substituted" moiety. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making and using it, in 
such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most 
nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his 
invention. 

Claims 1-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as containing subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had 
possession of the claimed invention. 

No basis or support is found in the present specification for the recitation of 
"enantioenriched" as now claim designated. 

Insertion of the limitation "enantioenriched" does not have support in the as-filed 
specification. The written disclosure is clearly directed to the production of "enantiopure" 
compounds. Although a long laundry list of suitable enzymes is presented, only the enzyme 
NOVOZYME R 435 has been shown to effect the required reaction 

The insertion of the "enantioenriched" is a new concept because it neither has literal 
support in the as-filed specification by way of generic disclosure, nor are there specific examples 
of the newly limited genus which would show possession of the concept of producing 
"enantioenriched" compounds. The examples are directed to the production of "enantiopure" 
compounds with NOVOZYME R 435. This is not sufficient support for the new genus of 
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producing "enantioenriched" compounds with the same process. This is a matter of written 
description, not a question of what one of skill in the art would or would not have known. The 
material within the four corners of the as-filed specification must lead to the generic concept. If 
it does not, the material is new matter. Thus, the insertion of "enantioenriched" is considered to 
be the insertion of new matter for the above reasons.
